DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT.

BLACKSMITH WHO HAD HAD

TRAVELLER’S ACTION AGAINST 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 


Arising out of the shooting at a Hibernian 
procession near Moy, Co. Tyrone, on the 
16th August last, an interesting action was 
heard at Dungannon Quarter Sessions last 
Saturday before Judge Linehan. Patrick 
Mallon, Moy, sued the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company for’ damages for breach of a 
contract by ticket to carry him from Trew 
and Moy station to Lurgan and back. 

Mr, John Skeffington, solicitor for plaintiff, 
said that there were over 200 passengers from 
Moy te Lurgan attending the Hibernian 
demonstration on the 15th August, and it had 
been agreed to bring a test case. When the 
procession approached Trew and Moy station 
in the morning shots were fired from the 
hills adjoining. On the way back the train 
did not ston at Moy. but ran on to Dun- 
gannon, and the plaintiff and others were 
allowed to co home as they pleased. 

For the defence, District Inspector Williams, 
Belfast, said that from communications re- 
ceived the Inspector-General directed the 
return train to be run throngh to Dungannon 
to prevent a repetition of the disturbances. 

After hearing the evidence, 

Judge Linehan said that. even if there was 
a techni¢al cavee of action, he wonld not 
entertain it with favour. The plaintiff knew 
that the return jovrney might he dangerous 
owing to a hostile faction, and that vrobably 
a pitched battle would result if the trein 
stopped at Moy.

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HERE is a great difference between being 
| untidy and dirty, and it is a strange 
thing that the untidiest people are some- 
time the cleanest. Real tidiness is almost a 
Superhuman virtue—to advise someone to be 
tiways tidy is to give them a counsel of per- 
foction. Perhaps it is for this reason that tidi- 
hess is so specially the quality of institutions, 
for schools and hospitals are always models of 
tidiness. 

_ But when it comes to individuals one finds 
that they are seldom tidy ' all ovcr.” There 
is generally a drawer, if not a room, in which 
tney breax down. it is the piace where 
things are put in a hurry—and who is not 
sometimes in a hurry? Such things as bits 
ut ribbon, reels of tread, darning wool, gloves 
searves, handkerchiefs, stray bits of tur an 
trimmings, pieces of silk too good to be thrown 
away, end‘yet for which no immediate use are 
to be found, are those which entangle one and 
lead one from the path of orders Not to 
speak of letters and papers generally Letters 
that are vaguely kept on, and not consigned to 
the flames, receipts that are not filed, bills 
that are not yet paid, but will be soon, bits 
of paper with addresses on them, will if left 
to themselves reduce the tidiest drawer to 
chaos. 

Papers are obviously the most difficult 
things of all to keep in order. Even with the 
aid of files ‘wrappers, clips and writing desks 
they are inclined to escape one’s control, and 
roli from one place ‘to another collecting 
aud distributing dust. But for those 
concerned with papers allowances should 
be made, especially if they are the 
sort of papers that are not stowed away 
in an office. ‘Work baskets, too, should 
enjoy a dispensation. I am glad to say I 
have never seen a completely tidy work 
basket, and even the thought of such a thing 
fills me- with a horror. For a completely 
tidy work basket could only be owned by a 
consumate prig. 

On the other hand, a really chaotic work 
basket is a terrible thing—a place where 
thica darning wool, sewing silk, embroidery 
silks unattached to any cards, and of half-a- 
dozen different colours, cards of small and 
catchy hooks and eyes, cards of press but- 
tons, sewing cotton and tape are all inextric- 
ably mixed up together. Only the outside 
of this mass can ever be put to any use. A 
piece of silk or thread, a bit of tape can be 
pulled out +o a short length, but the confu- 
sion at the centre is more drawn together 
thereby avd hardened into a ball. The prin- 
cipal offenders would be the coloured floss 
silks. They are soft and sticky, and get 
entangied with other things immediately. 
They thould never be used until they, have 
been cut near the knot, put over a finger 
and plaited. 

After this has been done, they are best 
kept by stretching them flat out on paper, 
foldimg the paper over and holding each skein 
of silk in a separate fold, allowing the tops 
and bottoms out to let the colours be seen. 
Threads can be drawn:from these without 
taking them out, and they remain tidy. 

In a choice of places for untidiness, I 
should say that the most latitude should be 
allowed in a toilet table drawer, and the 
least in the kitchen. Untidiness in a kitchen 
does not remain untidiness—it soon degene- 
rates into dirt. A drawer with gloves and 
ribbons can be tidied once in a while, but a 
kitchen that is not kept generally tidy, and 
trays, cups and scraps not tidied after every 
meal, soon becomes a hopeless place. 

In a kitchen things cannot be thrown on 
top of one another while the owner rushes 
eut. If they are, jam will sooner or later 
ccme on top of meat, bacon on to sugar, 
four on to butter, milk will get spilled, and 
tea knocked over. Milk will go sour in for- 
gotten jugs, meat will go bad, and vege- 
tables decay, or they will get that stale and 
musty smell that food gets that is not 
exactly kept dirty, but that is pushed into 
some plave and left there without any atten- 
tion, without being covered, or the paper near 
it changed and the wood all about frequently 
scrubbed with soap and hot water. 

Many proverbs have been written round 
tidiness. For instance: “ A stitch in time 
saves nine” Another: ‘‘ More hurry less 
sreed,” and “ Never put off to to-morrow 
what vou ean do to-day.”” They all resolve 
into that which is necessary for everything 
that is te be done well—taking trouble and 
being whole-hearted. 

Nothizrg has been said about tidiness in 
personal appearance. But need it be, now 
that to be tidy is to be in the height of 
fashion? An untidy woman is an eyesore. 
She is lacking in self-respect, and no other 
pre-occupation can excuse it. Let us hope 
those hypocritical days are gone for ever 
when one heard it said. “‘ She’s a terribly 
brainy woman; she dces’nt care a pin how 


she looks.”

CARE OF FURS. 
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HE season of furs is at hand, and re- 

I morse seizes the thoughtless one who 

has thrown her furs aside and bestowed 
no care upon them during their months of 
idleness. 

The great thing is to keep them free from 
dust, and never to pack them away, for dust 
and darkness are the friends of moths. Furs 
are best kept hanging up in moth-proof bags, 
and all through the year they should occa- 
sionally be well shaken, brushed and combed 
and hung in a draught. A beating with a 
light cane keeps fur in good order, as does 
brushing them with a silk handkerchief tied 
over a brush. 

Wet furs should 
fire, but rubbed 
up in a warm room; those which 
have been crushed may be restored to 
beauty by being shaken over a fire. Fur that 
must be packed away should be wrapped in 
layers of thick newspaper, for moths hate 
printers’ ink. All fur should be well shaken 
when taken off, especially round the neck, 
where the | airs are apt to clog. A ruche of 
soft material should always be placed at the 
neck, as it keeps the fur clean and in good 
order. 

Seal, seal musquash, and coney seal—in- 
decd, practically all dark furs—can he kept 
in good condition by brushing them, first the 
wrong way, and then the right, with a brush 
dipped in clean cold water. Hang them up 
to dry in a draught, and, when drv. comb 
and brush them thoroughly, when they will 
look like new. 

Ermine is hect cleaned by sponging with 
benzine, and then applying a paste 
made of “laser of Paris and water. 
Cover the fur thickly with this, and allow it 
to dry on. When dry, and of the nature of 
powder, brush it out well with a clean hard 
brush, and then comb the fur. The brush of 
a fox can be cleaned by washing it in a 
solution of lux and water: but in these days 
when the fear that fox hanting will soon be 
a thing of the past is an ever growing 
anxiety no loyal member of sport will wear 
a fox fur. 

Finally, on the care of furs, time, thought 
and trouble must he expended; but the 
appearance of your peltry will well repav you,

HERB VINEGAR. 

Herb vinegar is easily made, and is far 
more delicious and full of flavour when pre- 
pared as follows than any ready-made pre- 
paration :—Mint, thyme, marjoram, tarragon, 
basil, etc., are all suitable, or a mixture of 
these is, perhaps, even better still. Choose 
the young leaves, pick them from the stalks, 
and, if necessary, wash and dry them, Then 
put them into wide-mouthed bottles, filling 
these about three-parts full with leaves, and 
fill up with good vinegar. Cork the bottles 
closely, and leave for about three weeks in a 
cool, dry place. By this time the vinegar 
should be sufficiently flavoured, and may be 
strained off into other bottles, corked again, 
and stored for use. The vinegar will have 
become impregnated with the Ravour of the 


herbs. 
TOMATO SAUCE. 

Ingredients :—10ib. tomatoes, 4lb. Deme- 
rara sugar, 2lb. shallots, 1 small bottle vine- 
gar, 3 tablespoonfuls salt, 1 tablespoonful 
pepper, 4 tablespoonful cloves, 1 teaspoonful 
mace, 4 teaspoonful nutmeg, 2 bay leaves, 1 
large apple. 

Method—Wipe the tomatoes, remove the 
stems, and cut them in small pieces. Sprinkle 
with salt, and let them stand for half an 
hour. Chop the shallots and apple, and put 
them into a preserving pan; add the vinegar, 
sugar, pepper, salt, and spices (all ground). 
Bring these to the boil, throw in the tomatoes, 
and bring to the boil again. Then add the 
bay leaves, let them simmer in the sauce for 
one hour; then lift them out, and simmer the 
sauce for two hours longer, stirring frequently. 
Then sieve the sauce, pressing through al! 
the moisture, but not the skins of the 
tomatoes. When cold put into bottles and 
cork tightly. 


WORCESTERSHIRE SAUCE. 

Ingredients :-—One quart malt vinegar, three 
gills soy, three lemons, one ounce garlic, half 
ounce anchovies, half ounce red chillies, half 
ounce ground cloves, quarter ounce ground 
allspice. 

Method.—Chop the garlic, and pound it 
with the anchovies and chillies, Put the 
mixture into a preserving man with the 
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vinegar, soy, and spices. Add the thinly 
peeled rind of one lemon and the strained 
juice of three. Bring to the boil and simmer 
all gently for half an hour. Then strain, 
and when cold bottle and cork tightly. 

Note.—Soy can be made in the following 
manner :—Put into a saucepan half Ib. black 
treacle, quarter pound salt, and half pint of 
water. Boil for twenty minutes, then strain 
and bottle.

A friend of the defendant’s who appeared 
said that the water had to flow four miles 
before it Pe gorge oe Fhighta; where there 
was any of im nee. in recent years 
added the witaodae aha rrels of flaxseed 
were sown in, the Faughan Valley, while this 
year only seven barrels were sown. 

Constable McLaughlin proved the second 
case, and said that the defendant had 
deliberately cut a drain from the flax dam 
into the river. 

Defendant pleaded that he did not think 
he was doing an g wrong. 

In the case of Allen it was stated by the 
witness that there was provision for a catch 
dam, if it had been used. 

r, McDermott said that if the farmers 
made any attempt to meet the conservators 
there would be no prosecutions. 

The magistrates imposed a fine of 2s. 6d. in 
each case and a total of £1 costs.

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LONDON STOCK MARKET 
FEATURES. 


AMERICAN 


What is a remarkable feature of the pre- 
sent movement in Industrial shares is that 
apparently there is very little selling. Many 
people must have acquired their holdings at 
a much lower level, and, consequently, now 
have substantial profits; but, as far as can 
be seen, these profits are not being realised, 
or, if they are, their effect upon the market 
is more than neutralised by fresh buying. 
It would seem that the public do not sell, 
but are keeping their shares for a still higher 
level. A partial explanatic of the sustained 
Strength may be connected with the remark- 
able prosperity of America. The capitalists 
and financiers of that country are always 
looking out for suitable fields for the em- 
ployment of their surplus wealth, and it 
would not be surprising if some of the best 
English Industrial Shares have appealed 
to them, and havo been purchased 
either for the yield afforded on the basis 
of past dividends, or for capital appreciation. 
It is certainly the case that the advance this 
year in such shares as Brazilian Traction, 
Barcelona Traction, Canadian Pacifics, and 
various others has been largely due to pur- 
chases for America. 


INTERESTING POSSIBILITIES. 


It would be more or less natural if the 
attention of American speculators afterwards 
turned to things like Columbia Graphophone 
and British Celanese, for both these concerns 
have American associations. This would 
certainly go far to explain the sustained 
strength of the market and the apparent 
absence of profit-taking by people on this 
side who acquired their shares at consider- 
ably lower prices. If this theory is correct, 
we may see a further extension of the move- 
ment in the future. Mexican securities might 
be taken in hand, partly because present 
prices give plenty of scope for appreciation 
in capital value, and we might see American 
buying of some _ English-owned South 
American Rails. It is known that United 
Railways of the Havana Stock was actively 
bought on American account a year or two 
ago, apparently for the purpose of changing 
the control, and it is to be noted that this 
particular company lately announced that 
registered Stock can be exchanged for bearer 
certificates in order to facilitate dealings with 
America. American buying at one time 
carried the price of *‘ Havanas”’ to 100, and 
who knows that it may not be resumed, 


SCOPE IN ARGENTINA AND BRAZIL. 


Argentine Rails offer.an enticing field to 
the American capitalist. The companies 
appear to have entered upon a period of 
great prosperity, and, although prices have 
risen a good deal this year, the yields 
afforded are much higher than can 
be obtained from American securities 
of a similar character. Some time ago a 
sharp rise in Canadian Bank Shares was 
attributed to purchases by American interests 
who desired to obtain control, and, 
although the report was denied, it is very 
probable that many shares are now in 
American oWnership. It would not be sur- 
prising also if America greatly increased her 
interest in Brazil, if only because that 
country is a big producer of wild rubber, a 
commodity of which America would be glad to 
obtain an assured supply.

BONDS OF BRITISH CELANESE OVER: 
SUBSCRIBED TWENTY TIMES. 

Recent sensational developments on the 
Stock Exchange in connection with British 
Celanese, Ltd., are almost eclipsed by the 
amazing result of the company's £2, ,000 
Bond issue (says The Observer). The com- 
pany’s Ordinary Shares, it will be remem- 
bered, have risen this year from about 5s. to 
over £6. Now the Bond issue, which carries 
conversion rights into the Ordinary Shares 
at £8 each, has been over-subscribed over 
20 times. In other words, no less than 
£50,000,000 has been offered to the company. 
Actual application money received by. the 
banks accepting subscriptions has amounted 
to £2,500,000. The statement containing the 
offer for the sale of the bonds is remarkable. 
It contains practically no information re- 
garding the assets of the company on the 
soundness of which the security of the bond 
issue is based. All the information given is 
comprised in a letter written by Dr. Henry 
Dreyfus, the chairman and managing direc- 
tor. He declares that the company is now 
earning profits of about £1,000,000 a year. 
and he prophesies that by the middle of 
next year these earnings will have risen to 
£400,000 a month, or £4,800,000 a year. 
The result is a tour de force on the part of 
Dr. Dreyfus, whose optimism and personality 
have in the past few months swept aside a 
whole board of directors, obtained complete 
control of the company, and sent the market 
value of shares, which for years languished 
at ‘‘bargain” prices, to amazing figures. 
To-day the issued capital of the company, 
nominally £5,400,000, is valued in the market 
at over £20,000,000. In the past week alone 
the 10s. Ordinary Shares have risen £1, from 
£5 to £6. It is long since so remarkable a 
development was seen on the Stock Ex- 
change, and future events in connection with 
the company must necessarily be watched 
with the gravest concern. At the moment 
the whole vast edifice rests, so far as public 
information goes, on the optimistic predic- 
tions of one man. 


SOUTH AFRICAN LOAN FOR £5,000,000. 

South Africa enters the market for capital 
this week with an issue of £5,000,000 in $ 
p.c. stock at 995 p.c. The issue has been 
underwritten. outh Africa’s other 5 Re 
stocks are quoted in the market at 101}. 
In view, however, of the experience of the 
Australian Commonwealth in July. when an 
issue of £7,000,000 of 5 p.c. s at failed to 
meet with success, the situation is one of par. 
ticular interest. Since the issue of the Aus- 
tralian loan, however, the underwriters have 
been steadily relieved of their commitments, 
and the market price is now a fraction above 
the issue price. Apart from the Australian 
issue, the Colonial loans made this year have 
been profitable to the subscribers. South 
Australia raised £2,500,000 in January at 
98, now quoted at 99}; Nigeria £4,200,000 in 
the same month at par, now 102; Western 
Australia £1,500,000 in April at yf now 
991; and New Zealand £6,000,000 in May at 
gol, now 1024. Compared with these, there- 
fore, the South African issue is attractive. 
The loan is raised for railways, harbours, 
irrigation works, land settlement and other 
objects. The Westminster Bank and the 
Standard Bank of South Africa will receive 
applications. The stock is a Trustee Invest- 
ment. The principal will be repaid in Lon- 
don at par on the Ist July, 1975, the Govern- 
ment of the Union of South Africa having the 
option to redeem the stock, in whole or in 
part, at par, on or after the Ist July, 1945, 
on giving three calendar months’ notice.

ANGLO-SOUTH AMERICAN BANK. 

The full report of the Anglo-South American

DAY TRADES 


THE QUESTION OF 
APPRENTICESHIP. 


WATERFORD CLTY 
CONFERENCE. 


An important conference, perhaps the first 
of its kind in Ireland, was held in the Water- 
ford Technical Institute on Saturday night to 
discuss the training and qualifications of boys 
and youths before apprenticeship to trades at 
the Day Trades Preparatory School attached 
to the Waterford Institute. The conference 
was composed of various city employers, 
trades union representatives rea members of 
the Technical Instruction staff, with the Rev. 
Father Kelleher in the chair. 

Another object of the conference was to 
form a joint board of workers and employers 
which would be empowered to regulate the 
standard of admission to skilled trades. and 
form a register of applicants for admission te 
such trades, and generally voutrol and 
regulate the entry of boys and youths to 
such trades, and supervise them after train- 
ing and education. 

The rev. Chairman said that he took it 
that the joint board should be formed to 
show what advantage could be derived from 
training in the ay Trades Preparatory 
School of the Institute. It must be obvious 
to all that vocational trades were a good 
deal neglected, and that for entrance 
apprenticeship boys were not so carefully 
selected as they might be, nor were they in: 
duced to avail themselves of the facilities that 
would prepare them to make the best use of 
their time as apprentices. Trades should not 
be entered upon in that haphazard manner 
Unless joint action were adopted individual 
employers could do very little, because each 
employer would be a law unto himself, and 
he would be open to influences to which under 
other circumstances -he would rather not 
yield, but which at present he was powerless 
to resist. 

CO-OPERATION NEEDED. 

Mr. Hackett, of the Department Technical 
Institute, said that success would only be 
attained by co-operation and help amongst 
the educational authorities. employers and 
| trades unions; all of whom had so far worked 
independently of. each other... The relation 
between the Day Trades School and appren- 
pticeship should be obvious. but it was 
apparent that it was not: At presént the 
day trades preparatory schools had no rela- 
tion to apprenticeship, except an accidental 
one. The committee was at present in the 
position of.a company, who, having built and 
equipped expensive plant for production of a 
high grade. article found no demand for that 
article. Parents did not seem to be aware 
of the need for definite training or the 
facilities that existed for it. They took no 
definite action, therefore, in regard to getting 
that training for their boys, and depended 
more on what influence they could bring to 
bear on an employer in getting a boy into a 
= On the other hand, employers, with 
ew exceptions, up to the present did not 
offer any particular inducement to boys to 
train themselves efficiently for their chosen 
trades. Some employers: did offer such in- 
ducements. me of the boys that the 
speaker had already examined in one of the 
day trades preparatory schools were of low 
prode education, Boys up. to now came too 
ate to such classes. Some of them were boys 
6f"16,. who. possessed the educational attaib- 
ments of boys of 11 years. What they wanted 
} was that boys of 14 years leaving sixth 
standard at the primary school should come 
in for two years’ training in the day trades 
} preparatory school, so that they would be 
ready for apprenticeship.at 16. No matter 
how well equipped any technical institute was 
it could not work efficiently -if it had not 
proper material to work upon. .

CONCERT MUSIC. 


DUBLIN ORCHESTRAL 
SOCIETY. 


FIRST CONCERT OF THE 
SEASON,

Excellent orchestral playing was heard at 
the Dublin Orchestral Society’s concert on 
Saturday afternoon. In addition, there was 
brilliant pianoforte work by Mr. Frederick 
Dawson, in Lisrt's impetuous concerto and in 
a group of solo pieces. Auspicious in high 
degree wás this concert, as opening spiritedly 
a season begun with new heart won from 
Civic Week and its music-making. 

Mozart’s gay overture set a pitch of 
brilliancy that was maintained in Mendels- 
sohn’s gay and sparkling music—which may 
have inspired, 
indeed, by the im- 

ulse of Mozart—and 
in the ryhthmic urge of 
Dvorak’s almost gaudy 
symphony. Add frolic 
and furor in Liszt’s 
concerto, and dazzling 
finger-work in piano- 
forte solos, the 
Moszkowski octave 
study so racy an over- 
riding of obstacles 
that everybody 
ComMMENDATORE to laughing delight in 

Esposiro. the performer’s 
triumph—take all these together, and you 
have not only a remarkably genial afternoon's 
music, but also a fine display of buoyancy on 
the part of the Society on its embarking on 
& new season’s work. 

CLASSICAL MUSIC. 

This, be it noted, was all classical music. 
Never, after such an experience of it, need 
the name frighten or seem to connote dull- 
i ness. If any had believed classical to mean 
heavy, they could think it no longer, after 
so lively a demonstration of the contrary. In 
certain réspects, the orchestra is feeling its 
feet: cautiously, and must leave highly 
ambitious tasks untouched for the present ; 
but here was proof that within its reach is 
an ab ‘of music rich with promise of 
epjoyment, The Dublin Orchestral Society 
s good work before it yet. 

Y Of the symphony, .althongh it loomed 
largest in Saturday’s attractive programme, 
little eed be said, partly because there is 
nothing that requires elucidation in Dvorak’s 
straightforward music, the work of a com- 
poser always given to warm tone-colours, who 
was stimulated to a high power of creative 
‘energy through impact on his tempera- 
ment of a fresh wealth of melodic resource— 
the folk-tunes that have reached an larcer 
public lately in the guise of “ negro spirituals 
—but partly, also, because, before the 
symphony was due for performance, the 
orchestra had established a sense of. security 
as to its competence for the task. Discreet 
playing of the tender largo movement was 
not more admirable than sustained bustle 
and glamour in the symphony’s other parts. 
In firm and vital direction of the playing, 
Dr. Esposito merely repeated a _ success 
achieved more than once before in pre-war 
association with the Dublin Orchestral 
Society. 

Orchestral work that gave most genuine 
pleasure was that heard in the performance 
of the delightful “ Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” overture. Dr. Larchet, who conducted 
that, and the Mozart overture as well, plainly 
had obtained his forces’ confidence. The result 
was delicately accurate response to his indica- 
tions of a lucid reading of the score. Amid many 
beauties, one enjoyed especially a pervasively 
pleasant tone from the horns, which, indeed, 
were excellent in all their work. 

Mr. Frederick Dawson’s advent to play the 
Liszt concerto was a welcome element in the 
concert. Though highly accomplished pianists 
abound in Dublin, to a number often com- 
mented on by visiting musicians, they have 
had hitherto hardly any opportunity of hear- 
ing performances in concerto form, let alone 
4 Tega to exercise their own performing 
ability in that direction, with eee, 
orchestral participation. Ordinary concert- 
goers, too, will welcome this beginning—for a 
beginning it is, in the experience of most of 
them—because no kind of musicai perform- 
ance is more attractive and exciting than 
that which we get in the concerto form. 
Between soloist and orchestra there is now 
brilliant combination, now zestful contest, 
now starring call end answer. The soloist’s 
predominance affords the commanding 
spectacle of personal achievement, while the 
orchestra, supporting and challenging, by 
turns, at last reinforces the climax of display. 
No musician is too severe in taste to be 
able to enjoy some sporting quality that 
seems to belong to concerto performance. 
LISTT. 
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the scene for such spectacular kind of work. 
His concerty in E flat rushes impetuously 
without break through one brilliant episode 
after anothe- to the final burst of glor 
that is characteristic of this form beyond all 
others. The orchestra as a whole has had 
no previous experience of a class of work 
that demands exceptional alertness, and did 
not always come in quite pat. The players 
must remember that their notes have to come 
forward across the pianoforte: therefore, they 
must speak sharp on the conductor's hint and 
as though striving to be in advance of the 
soloist. Particularly is that readiness urgent 
in such onrushing music as that of the Liszt 
concerto. 
The light orchestration that is necessary in 
accompaniment passages gave prominence to 
solo. wood-wind passages, and in these some 
delightfully smooth playing was heard. The 
EE were nicely ''voiced ” and phrased. 
e principal horn-player also did good work 
quietly. 
Mr. Daweon’s performance, of course, was 
dazzlingly efficient, and defiant towards the 
tricks the music seeks to play. He gave us 
more as encore after his solos later in 
the concert, and in that, as well as in the 
chosen ' pieces, gave a cool and masterful 
display of pianistic jugglery. He excels 
especially in the evenness and sparkle of 
runs and arpeggios. Oné liked his man! 
interpretation of the Chopin Ballade, whi 
too often is heard as over-sentimental. ‘The 
song-like portion that forms the basis of 
the Ballade he played im forthright fashion, 
as if it were song; and this handling of 
it gave a significance to the music that is 
remoyed when the theme is over-phrased.

A GREAT REFERENCE BOOK. 
Ea new edition of ''Grove's Dictionary 


of Music and Musicians *’ will receive 

a wide welcome... It is more than 
twenty years since the second edition of 
“ Grove ” was issued, and most of the 
extant copies of the work are well thumbed 
by now, and due for replacement. Every 
possessor of a set of Groves’s Dictionary 
makes frequent use of it, for the work has 
th» merit of being, not only an invaluable 
resource for casual references, but also a 
store of readable matter concerning all 
branches of music. 

The original ‘‘ Grove ’’ came before the 
public in 1878, when the first volume ap- 
peared. Sir George Grove, who founded the 
work, intended at first to complete it in two 
yolumes, but it grew to four, and the appen- 
dix volume, which represented an attempt to 
restore balance and rectify omissions noted 
in the first part of the Alphabet, was not 
issued till 1889. 

The publication of the se ** Grove '' 
was clearly a filling, in the old phrase, of a 
long-felt want. No sooner was the first 
edition completed than Sir George Grove him- 
self, and many collaborators at his instance, 
began to assemble material for the second 
edition, for which, obviously, in due course 
there would be demand. After Sir George 
Grove’s death, Mr. Fuller Maitland took up 
the editorial task, and the second edition 
began to appear in 1904. 

The second edition of Grove’s Dictionary 
has remained till now the standard work of 
reference in English for all matters connected 
with music and musi¢tians. Every library 
copy must bear evidence of much use, and 
there has been always a good market for 
secondhand copies. It was high time for the 
issue of a new edition. Here now is the 
first volume of it. i 

Mr. H. C. Colles is the new editor; 
Messrs. Macmillan again are the publishers. 
The work has been planned as a whole; the 
five volumes will be all in the hands of the 
public within a few weeks; and there is no 
prospect of a necessity for an appendix to 
catch up afterthoughts. That the whole 
scheme has been made complete before the 
issue of the initial volume there is evidence in 
tho list of illustrations which appears in the 
front of the new Volume One, The list 
mentions all the #flustrations intended’ to 
appear in all five volumes, down.to the two 
Wesley portraits that will face. page 700 of 
Volume Five. ; 

An innovation inthis third edition is the ap- 
pearance of illustrations incolour. In the first 
volume are fine coloured portraits of John 
Sebastian Bach, Beethoven and John Bull, 
and a coloured plate of a highly decorated 
German elavichord. Numerous other plates 
give many portraits in half-tone, and photo- 
srethe of groups of instruments, ancient and 
modern; and a reproduction of a wood-cut 
— the carillon at Antwerp Cathedral in 

The dictionary still is strongest on the 
biographical side.- In the original edition 
the strongest element was constituted by 
Sir George Grove’s own fine articles on 
Beethoven, Mendelssohn and Schubert. — In 
the second edition those articles were left 
almost untouched; only a few small passages 
of additional information were inserted 
between brackets by the reviser of the article. 
The first volume of the new edition includes, 
of course, an article on Beethoven. It ‘s 
interesting to find that Grove’s admirable 
study of the composer still stands. Even the 
mass of biographical and critical literature 
thrown up by this year’s occurrence of the 
centenary of Beethoven's death has produced 
nothing to shake the original story anid 
estimate, or to add to thé information con- 
tained in it, in such a degree as to warrant 
imterference with the article beyond the 
addition of a few footnotes. 

All the Bachs have been left with Dr. 
Charles Sanford Terry, who gives fifteen of 
his thirty-two pages on the subject to John 
Sebastian. These larger articles, by the way, 
have been made easier for reference, and for 
ordinary reading, by judicious paragraphing 
and use of cross-headings. Dr. Sanford Terry 
has pursued his way steadily to a position 
3: unique authority in England on the Bach 
era and its production, and here he has 
used his allotted space to the best advantage. 

On Brahms nothing needed to be added to 
the article wntten by Mr. Fuller Maitland 
for the second edition, and it is reprinted. 
The article on Berlioz is Sir W. H. Hadow’s. 
Few of the biographies of the classical com 
posers have reqwred any change. New to 
this edition are numerous entries concerning 
British and foreign composers of our own 
time, as well as some notable executants. 
Mr. W. W. Cobbett and the editor are 
among those who have written notes on 
living musicians, and the late Mr. 8.

The report of the Department of Lands 
land Agriculture on ‘agricultural condi- 
tions in the Irish Free State on October 
1st last states that the weather during 
last month was broken and unseasonable. 
In the first fortnight the conditions were 
not altogether unsettled, but there were 
several showery and wet days which hin- 
dered and delayed farm work. During 
this period, however, considerable progress 
was made with the cutting, carting in 
and threshing of corn, and securing of 
hay in the haggard. Every fine day was 
also utilised for the cutting and saving 
of late meadows and for carting and stack- 
ing turf. 

The rainfall in the third week was 
heavy and continuous ; low-lying land was 
flooded, the ground became sodden and 
agricultural operations over the country 
were virtually brought to a stand-still. 
The last week turned out to be little 
better, so that a certain amount of corn 
and hay still remained out in the fields 
at the end of the month, and threshing 
operations have been unduly delayed ; 
ground frosts also prevailed on several 
nights during the latter part of the 
month. The sowing of catch crops ani 
ploughing of stubble were undertaken ‘o 
a small extent, bat the backward state 
o* the harvest did not permit of much 
progress in these directions. 


PASTURES AND LIVE 
STOCK. 


ISOLATED CASES OF DISEASE. 


Pastures held a substantial covering of 
grass, but the heavy rainfall and low tem. 
perature were not conducive to maintaining 
stock in a progressive thriving condition. 
Aftermaths were also good,.and for the time 
of year the land held a full average supply 
of keep. Cattle and sheep were heatlhy, and 
there have been no reports of any, but 
isolated, cases of disease. The milk supply 
was well maintained up to the middie of the 
month, but the succeeding spell of wet 
weather was accountable for a reduction in 
yield, perhaps a little earlier than the usual 
seasonal decline would take 

The yield of first and second, crop hay was 
light, also that on some of the old meadows 
where cutting was. done during the fine 
weather in July, before a full crop had been 
attained.- Though late meadows grew out 
well, saving of the hay was only accomplished 
with dwhculty, and the quality of roma 4 of. it 
is inferior, while in several places a pro- 
portion of it still remains in the fields. 
throughout the confitry generally there is, 
perhaps, not so much hay as last year, but 
farmers in many counties have abundant 
supplies, and there would appear to be no 
likelihood of a shortage of winter: fodder. 
Prices for hay already marketed have ruled 
fairly uniform at from £2 to £3 per ton for 
first crop, and at from 35s. to 5Ós. per ton 
for old meadow of good quality. 

GRAIN CROPS. 

The yield and quality of winter-sown wheat 
are well up to the average where the crop 
ripened early and evenly, but late ripening 
fields suffered from the wet weather, and the 
samples contain an excess of moisture. In 
some places, where water remained on low- 
lying portions of the fields during the winter, 
the crop was a light one, and spring-sown 
wheat did not turn out: quite so well as the 
winter-sown crop. Prices fot wheat were 
27s. to Ws. per barrel, the laiter figure being 
paid earlier in the month ~ 

In the late ripéning distticts’ or where, 
the corn was badly lodged, harvesting opera- 
tions were difficult and tedious; and in some 
places: the ‘crop has not Yet been carted into 
the wy - gard, while threshing is correspond- 
ingly delayed. Yields, however, axe well up 
to the average. and, where the crop has been 
well saved, 20 to 25 barrels per Irish acre 
have been reported. - There will, it is ex- 
pected, be a considerable roportion of soft 
corn from the late harvested fields. The winter 
varieties grown in Wexford have nearly all 
been threshed and have given a fair yield 
of medium quality grain. Prices were 
usually around 12s. 6d. per barrel for white 
oats, though up to 15s. was paid in some 
instances, and black generally returned about 
lls, per barrel. 

_ BARLEY STRAW AND OATS. 

Yields of barley were somewhat variable, 
and the quality has, in some instances, 
suffered from the adverse weather conditions 
under which it was harvested. Reports from 
County Carlow and County Kilkenny are 
favourable, but yields in Laoighis and 
County Louth are below the average. Where 
any barley has been sold the price was 17s. 
to 18s. per barrel. In Laoighis 17s. to 18s. 
6d. was paid on aecount, as no price had so 
far been’ announced by maltsters. In 
County Carlow 18s. per barrel was paid for 
barley for feeding purposes. 

There is a considerable bulk of straw as 
the season was favourable to its growth, and 
it is unlikely that there will be any shortage. 

In Counties Donegal, Cavan, Monaghan, 
Mayo and West Cork, where flax is grown, 
the ie is now in the stack, and an average 
yield of fibre is expected. There has been a 
good bulk of straw, but little scutching has 
en done up to the present. 


POTATOES AND SUGAR.-BEET. 

Reports from all counties indicate that the 
potato crop will be above average, and that 
the quality of. the subers, so far, is satis- 
factory, though it is feared that the recent 
heavy rains may have an injurious effect on 
the tubers in low-lying fields. In Counties 
Tipperary and Westmeath and some other 
districts the presence of disease ('' blacken- 
ing ”) has been noticed, ‘especially where 
spraying was not attended to. Except in 
part of County Cork, digging does not yet 
appear to be general, as the foliage on the 
sprayed crops was still green at the end of 
September. The general range of prices 
over the country is from 3s. to 4s. per cwt. 
In County Donegal potatoes have been 
bought for shipment at £2 10s. per ton. 

In Counties Carlow, Kildare, Kilkenny, 
King’s County and‘ Queen’s County, Louth, 
Tipperary and Wexford mangels, turnips and 
sugar-beet have made reasonably good pro- 

ress during the month. Mangels and sugar- 
an promise yields nearly, but not quite, so

SHEEP. 

The demand for all classes of sheep con- 
tinued fairly steady during the month, though 
rates showed a downward tendency for lambs 
towards the close, while heavier and store 
animals were occasionally a dull trade. 
Hoggets and ewes for breeding met an all- 
round advance in values and were in good re- 
quest, with prices, however, somewhat weaker 
as the month advanced. In County Clare, and 
to a lesser extent in Counties Carlow and 
Cavan, the demand for sheep was slower. The 
usual run of prices for fat sheep was 45s. to 
65s. each, and up to 90s. for some of the 
heavier breeds. Prime lambs returned 35s. 
to 50s each, ranging down to 20s. and 25s. for 
the mountain breeds. Breeding stock were in 
keen request, particularly during the first fort- 
night of September, 45s. to 55s being paid for 
medium-sized ewes of the Cheviot class. 

For lots of washed long wool marketed the 
price was Is. 1)d. to ls. 2)d., and Galway 
wool Is. 4d. per Ib. 

PIGS. 

There was considerable fluctuation in the 
quotations for fat pigs during September. 
Prices rose rapidly at the beginning of the 
month and reached a higher level than for 
August, but this increase proved to be tem- 
porary. and in the second fortnight values 
depreciated about 8s. per cwt. dead weight, 
or 6s. live weight. Rates at the end of the 
month for bacon pigs were around 68s. to 70s. 
per cwt. dead weight, or 49s. to 52s. per 
ewt, for those sold on the live weight basis. 
values proved fairly uniform over the conntry 
within these figures, and markets continued 
to, be well supplied, and the demand was re- 
gular. Bonhams were readily sold at 30s. to 

s. each atid up to 50s. in Counties Ros- 
common, Sligo and Monaghan, while around 
40s. each and up to Ws. was paid in other 
counties. Breeding stocks are well main- 
tained and, although the irregular values dur- 
ing the month did not inspire confidence, 
breeders in many districts are inclined to ex- 
tend their operations. A large trade was 
done in the shipment of live fat pigs to Eng- 
lish centres from County Cork. The opening 
of the London fresh pork season afforded a 
market for a considerable number of pigs 
suited to this trade, scaling around 1 cwt. live 
weight. 

HORSES. 

There was little change in the trade for 
horses. Animals suitable for farm work were 
in limited demand at values ranging from 
£15 to £25 each. The inquiry for hunters and 
young animals of the hanter type was well 
maintained. Good quality animals made from 
£150 to £200 each in County Westmeath. and 
from £60 to £300 in County Wexford. Prices 
in County Tipperary were from £80 to £100 
for hunters, £45 to £50 for three to four year 
olds, and £30 to £40 for yearlings. In County 
Kildare £50 to £80 was paid for hunters. In 
County Limerick £40 to £60 and in Cork £55 
to £90 was given for untrained animals likely 
to make hunters. Troopers were in good de- 
mand in County Tipperary at £30 to £35. and 
in County Roscommon at £15 to £22 each. 

MILK, 

Supplies of milk to creameries showed a 
reduction from the previous month, and the 
usual seasonal decline was somewhat accen- 
tuated. during the spell of cold, wet weather in 
the second fortnight of September. The 
average prices paid by creameries (separated 
milk being returned) were. in Leinster and 
Connacht 5d. to 7d. per gallon, and in Munster 
and Ulster 53d. to 63d. per gallon. Milk was 
retailed in the towns in Counties Wexford and 
Westmeath of 1s. 8d. per gallon.

AIRWOMAN’S FEAT IN 
LIGHT ’PLANE. 


A new world’s ‘ record” for light aero- 

lanes was set up by Mrs. Elliott-Lynn last 
Saturday, when she piloted an Avro-Avian 
two-seater ‘plane, driven by a 90 h.p. Alpha 
engine, to a height of 19,000 feet, or nearly 
four miles above ground. She went up at 
Woodford Aerodrome, near Manchester, carry- 
ing a passenger, Mr. Barrett, one of her 
friends, and a sealed barograph. 

The thght was officially observed by officials 
on behalf of the al Aero Club, and after 
the machine had descended the barograph 
showed that a height of 19,000 feet had been 
reached. This figure has yet to receive slight 
correction for temperature errors, but it is 
believed that the pilot broke the “record” of 
+ ao feet, set up by Lady Bailey on July 

th. 

“It was terribly cold,” said Mrs. Elliott- 
Lynn, on descending. “ and although I had 
put on extra clothing the cold bit through 
them But I never had any difficulty in con- 
trolling the machine.’ The average tem- 

ture at this time of the year at 19,000 
eet is about 20 degrees below freezing point.

Origins of the War. 


In an early year of this century Sir 
William Watson described the Europe of 
that time as lying powerless under her 
vast weight of armaments— 


And round her the. sad kings, with 
sleepless eyes, 
Piling the faggots hour by doomful hour. 


The same sense of doom—but of doom 
fulfilled—must be heavy on readers of the 
two volumes which the British Government 
publishes to-day.. They describe Britain's 
share in European politics between the 
years 1898 and 1904, and are part of 
a series which’ will carry the story 
of the Great» War's. origins down to 
its outbreak in August, 1914. In 
1898. Europe was an armed camp. 
‘Westwards France cherished her ancient 
hatred of Germany, and at intervals the 
Kaiser, strong in the hegemony of the 
Triple Alliance, brandished a mailed fist. 
Eastwards lay imperial Russia, suspected 
of inscrutable designs against the Balkans 
and against China. England—though air- 
craft still were in the womb of time—had 
begun, to realise that her isolation was 
more splendid than safe. The six years 
which the two volumes cover were critical 
years in British history: -indeed, they 
decided not only England’s fate, but the 
fate of Europe and.even of the world. A 
continental alliance, British statesmanship 
realised, had become necessary—but with 
whom? In 1888 England was on good 
terms with Germany, . whereas’ the 
Marchand affair had brought her to the 
verge of war with France, whose people, 
as the Marquis -of. Dufferin, British 
Ambassador at Paris, had revorted some 
years previously, felt: for all things English 
an “unmitigated and bitter dislike.” 
Germany made overtures for a British 
alliance in: 1901. The Marquis of Lans- 
downe seems to have favoured it ; it might 
have become a fait accompli if the Kaiser 
had not advestised Germany's ambitions 
with his usual crudity, and if the Marquis 
of Salisbury had not been stoutly hostile. 
Then came the period of improving 
relations. with France, in which King 
Edward VII: played so notable a part. 
The Anglo-French agreements were signed 
in 1904, and the Entente Cordiale, well 
and truly laid, was sealed with blood ten 
years afterwards on the battlefields of 
Flanders, 

These volumes will launch their readers 
on at least thfee trains of thought. The 
“might have, beens ' of history are a 
fascinating,.if unprofitable, study. If an 
Anglo-German alliance had been formed 
in 1901, how long would it have endured 
the Kaiser’s' restless. schemes? If King 
Edward’s genius». had not founded the 
Entente Cordiale, would the clash between 
Germany and France have come sooner 
than it came, and would Britain’s Expedi- 
tionary Force have been flung so promptly 
into the cauldron of war? Again, when the 
British reader’s mind turns to questions 
of responsibility and “ war guilt’’ he will 
win a deep satisfaction from these books. 
There is no concealment or manipulation 
here, and the essential "documents must 
convince al] dispassionate students that 
during those six years England’s only goal 
in Europe was the goal of peace. At times 
her statesmen may have been negligent or 
short-sighted, but. they knew always that 
peace was  Europe’s highest interest, 
and they pursued, it unselfishly—so far as, 
in this imperfect world, unselfishness and

slapdash settlement of Versailles has sown 
new seeds of contention in Eastern 
Europe. Nevertheless, we may believe 
thankfully that never again will the 
megalomania of one man or the subter- 
ranean intrigues of rival statesmen turn 
half the Continent into a field of carnage.

The Farmet’s Needs. 

In 1913 the area in England and Wales 
under crops and grass was 27,129,000 acres. 
In 1927 the area is less by one and a half 
million acres. These facts are the statistical 
evidence of the depressed state of English 
agriculture, but the position is worse than 
mere figures can reveal. Of all industries 
agriculture is that which the well-wishers 
of England would desire most to see 
flourishing; and it is the one industry 
which seems to have settled into a state 
of despondency. Young men of education 
and enterprise, lovers of rural] life, go to 
Canada and to Kenya to become farmers ; 
but few are impelled to devote their 
knowledge and their talents to the develop- 
ment of agriculture at home. Much has 
been done by co-operative marketing to 
rescue the English farmer from . that 
economic chaos which has left him im- 
potent before his competitors, and measures 
to bring about standardisation of produce 
are promised. In his speech at Cardiff, 
last Thursday, the Prime Minister pointed 
to the improvement of credit facilities for 
farmers as the remedy which will go to 
the root of their troubles. Here, as we 
have remarked, the Irish Free State is 
ahead of Britain; for while the British 
Premier promises further legislation to 
provide credits, the Free State already has 
carried a similar proposal into law. The 
coming session of Ddil Eireann will be a 
momentous one to Free State farmers. Its 
principal business will be the raising of 
the new National Loan, wherewith to 
provide the funds required by the Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation. ' The easier 
the terms on which the loan is secured, the 
freer will be the resources of the Corpora- 
tion in extending aid for the erection of 
farm buildings and the re-stocking of 
land, and the lighter will be the burden of 
taxation. Farmers, therefore, will look to 
all parties to support the Government in 
this matter ; for on the State’s good credit 
the farmer’s hopes are staked. 

Credits alone will not save the farmer. 
He must use the State’s assistance wisely. 
He must not think of the State as a sort 
of monster “gombeen man,” who will 
stock his farm and keep his accounts for 
him. Of old his simple faith in the shop- 
keeper who gave him long credit sank 
him in endless debt. So long as he paid 
what could be wrung out of him after 
harvest he was allowed to go on borrowing 
year by year at an unstated and extor- 
tionate scale of usury. The economic 
depression came and credits ceased. Many a 
small farmer, brought up suddenly 
against the need to balance his petty 
budget, found himself obliged to sell his 
stock to pay long-standing debts. In his 
dealings with the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation he will find himself in strict, 
but friendly, hands. He will need to 
adjust his own methods of doing business 
to the businesslike methods of the State. 
In effect, a new start is promised to 
thousands of harassed farmers, and every 
effort must be made to profit by it to the 
full. It ought to be the aim of every 
party in the new Dáil to direct the whole 
course of legislation towards the improve- 
ment of the country’s prime industry. 
The farmer is the bread-winner of the 
nation in a double sense; for it is his 
exported produce that brings to the Free 
State what money circulates within her 
borders. . Prosperous agriculture means 
not merely the welfare of the farmers, 
but money to stimulate business in the 
towns and cities. Languishing agriculture 
means closed shops, idle transport workers, 
national debt, high taxation. The new 
Dáil can re-establish the nation’s prime 
source of wealth, provided that no re- 
sponsible group adopts a policy injurious 
to the State’s credit, and that a united 
House supports shrewd measures for the 
improvement of rural education, for the 
development of scientific production and 
marketing, and for the lowering at all 
points of the farmer’s cost of living. 


Degrees of Greatness. 


A Hungarian novelist has been making 
an estimate of the comparative value in 
popular esteem of various ranks and 
professions. Lowest of all he places men 
of science, ‘‘ thinkers’? and benefactors of 
humanity. Next to them he puts states- 
men; higher come authors, artists and 
inventors, and, higher still, generalissimos 
and dictators. Above these come million- 
aires, athletes, boxers and film actresses, 
and, on the pinnacle, famous criminals. 
He reflects sadly that Samuel Johnson is 
known only to a few, but that Johnson 
the boxer is as well known in the smallest 
Hungarian village as on an American 
ranch.’ There is some truth in this judg- 
ment, although the illustration which our 
pessimist has chosen is not the most 
fortunate. The appearance of '“ Jack” 
Johnson at the training quarters of one 
of the contestants in the recent world’s 
championship fight recalled his name to 
millions who must have forgotten it. If 
it still remains a household word in rural 
Hungary, it has ceased to be a name at 
which the world grows pale in Kansas. 
Dr. Johnson, on the other hand, thanks to 
Boswell, never has lacked his share of 
popular appreciation, although it may 
not be accompanied invariably by a first- 
hand knowledge of “Rasselas”’ or “The 
Vanity of Human Wishes.” To place men of 
science end benefactors of humanity at the 
bottom of the list is to do some injustice 
to modern versatility. A man of science 
may become almost as well-known as a 
Channel swimmer if he is willing to pro- 
vide the public with sensational and easily- 
apprehended pictures of a golden age. 
There can be no question of the universal 
renown of Mr, Henry Ford; yet would 
mot the majority describe him as a 
benefactor of humanity? Boxing cham-

Zakopane is one of the few 
remaining signs of Austrian influence, and 
probably ts the only place in Poland 
which is not of the country: it might be 
found as readily in the Tirol or in Switzer- 
land. Poland has not begun to attract 
large numbers of tourists, but she provides 
an Eastern flavour and something new 
and strange for those who are prepared to 
go so far afield. The indifference of the 
people to everything but past glories, how- 
ever, is an expensive trait in a modern 
nation ; for, in these economically “ tight 
times,” only the fittest countries can 
survive.

EDUCATION IN AMERICA. 


THE ROTARY MOVEMENT. 


(BY W. ROPER LINDSAY.) 

NEW YORK, August 28th. 
For many years America has held foremost 
lace in the world for the thoroughness of 
rag school educational system. 
Recognising the advantage of possessing an 
educated population, to this: end she has 
devoted more time and m than any other 
nation—to-day there are many who will point 
to her enviable position on top of the money 
of the world, and will im the result 
as being due, in large , to her policy of 

intensive educatic ' of the masses. i 
With an army of over 65,000 highly trained 
teachers and an enrolment figure of my 
3,000,000 pupils in the State-assisted second- 
schools alone, America stands far in 
vance. of any European nation. big so 
tionately,. this very healthy condition has 
Therefore, 
we should now be at the point where we 
can pick out the average American John 
Citizen, figuratively-speaking pull him to 
ieces, and analyse his intellectual make-up. 
practice the so-called “ average man” of 
any country is an impossible conception, but 
it would suit our purpose to choose a mem- 
ber of that representatively American class— 
the business junior executive, in commerce 

or in industry. 
THE BUSINESS JUNIOR. 

Outstandingly, he is a virile, intensive, 
hard worker—not a hard thinker. He shuns 
hard thinking: to him immediate action is 
essential. A protracted, preconceived plan 
of-campaign, not ripe for completion for a 
considerable time abesik would permit the 
fires of his energy to die down. Intimately 
conversant with the most minute details of 
his own job, he has only a very meagre 
knowledge of affairs outside his immediate 
sphere. Machine-like in his methods, his 
accuracy in detailed work is remarkable, but 
e-> gets the impression that his mind runs 
perpetually in the elementary deductive, 
rather than inductive, channels of reasoning. 
His vocabulary of the English language is 
certainly forcible, if rather truncated. This 
tendency one recognises and sympathises 
with in the interests of things practical, but 
w: should look for qualities of stable- 
mindedness and reasoned judgment worthy 
of his exceptional education. - We do not 
find them. In fact, we discover our indivi- 
dual to be amazingly subject to the charms 
of the cheap and the tawdry. He is imme- 


diately susceptible to an ever-increasing army 


of quack advertisers, with their hundred-and- 
one. assortments of “ get-rich-quick ”’ 
schemes, ‘‘ get-educated-quick ' correspon- 
dence courses and '' get-cured-quick’’ medi- 
cines. His favourite news media are the 
‘tabloid "’ newspapers—so-called because of 
their she-t size being about one-half the size 
of the conventional newspaper page. The 
reading matter of a tabloid, however, is by 
no means condensed. The very opposite is 
tue case. The tabloid concentrates entirely 
en the exploitation of the most lurid and 
morbid items of the day’s news, and usually 
omits even the scantiesi: mention of the more 
important, if prosaic, happenings in the 


world 
“SALES TALK.” 

Conversing with our subject on matters 
outside his own business, we find him dis- 
appointingly vacuous, rather garrulous, and 
aggressively self-opinionated, but with extra- 
ordinarily little depth for his opinions. 
Perhaps this “will help to explaifi his ready 
acceptance of '' sales-talk,’’ and the preva- 
lence and success of ‘‘ high-pressure sales- 
manship ” in America. Fake-stock promoters 
last year “ sold ” the American public into 
buying over ten million dollars worth of 
utterly useless shares in development com- 
panies, oil-drilling concerns, mining com- 
panies, and such; and yearly the total is 
increasing, in spite of the efforts of “ better 
business bureaux,’ special stock and share 
departments in the large banks, Federal in- 
vestigators—all proffering free advice and 
investigation to the public. 

If we consider our subject in his periods 
of recreation, we find him possessed of a 
taste for motion pictures and vaudeville of a 
variety that a far from hard-boiled European 
would term ‘‘cheap’’ and “drivelling.”” Hise 
far from shilepoeiteal, very material, mode 
of existence is to blame for this. His is 
not a very individual existence. He must 
follow the crowd or fail in this “ business 
called life.’” Perhaps, that is his most 
dominant quality—the faculty that enables 
him completely to submerge his individual 
self in the advancement of the affairs of his 
own immediate community, and more parti- 
cularly of his own business, or the company 
that employs him. 

THE ROTARY MOVEMENT. 

Everyone ig familiar with the Rotarian 
movement in America, and what the objects 
of a Rotary Society are and how it proceeds 
to attain its goal; but only by visiting 
America and living there for a period is it 
possible to form some conception of the 
enormously beneficial results achieved by this 
movement. Sinclair Lewis, one of America’s 
foremost contemporary novelists and casti- 
gator of the American middle class, has 
cruelly, if cleverly, satirised the Rotarian 
mouvement in many of his writings. He holds 
it - to ridicule as being ins á responsible 
for his country’s greatest fault—the complete 
submergence of the individual in the cause 
of things material. To the door of the 
Rotary Societies he lays the. blame for the 
mediocrity and shallowness. of the average 
American business man. 

It must be remembered that the popula- 
tion of the United States is hybrid in the 
extreme, numbering representatives from 
every nation of the earth, in all degrees of 
blood mixture, that the immigrant asually 
arrives in his new home with a very strong 
desire to better his condition, and that. his 
children also become imbued with this spirit. 
Therefore, the best melting-pot is one that 
will transmute every individual’s divergent 
channels of ambition into one common aim— 
the aim for self-advancement through com- 
munity development. 

WHY AMERICA PROSPERS. 

In other words, it is team 
and co-operation, primarily of the 
dividual, with his immediate groups of 
associates, secondly of groups localised in 
communities, and finally of the communities 
throughout the nation working and merging 
together with the common aim to achieve 
nat‘onal prosperity. Not even the most 
patriotic American will have the courage to 
claim this quality for his countrymen as 
being unselfish and altruistic. It is not, 
admittedly ; but it reflects credit on a man’s 
education that he has sufficient intelligence 
and open-mindedness to recognise that he can 
wax fat in a company with, and not at the 
expense of, his neighbour’s prosperity. 

hat is the true answer to those who 
inquire the reason for America’s condition of 
prosperity—co-operation and free interchange 
of commodities, resulting im mass consump- 
tion and mass production. America has not 
waxed prosperous through her exports to the 
rest of the world. Even to-day she exports 
only 7 per cent. of her industrial production, 
and less than 17 per cent. of her agricultural 
production. Intelligent, directed co-opera- 
tion can be effected only through the medium 
of an educated population, although in so 
doing the poetic, and not very practical, ideal 
of individuality may be shattered.

WOMEN GAMBLERS 
BRING BABIES.

The many licensed bookmakers in 
Dublin who conduct their business de- 
cently are glad that the scandal of the 
betting saloons has been exposed by the 
Irish Times. 

The principal offenders, however, are 
carrying on their trade apparently unper- 
turbed by the warning of General 
O’Duffy, which we published last Satur- 
day, that such conduct may prevent a 
renewal of their licences. 

It is possible, however, that they may 
view the matter more seriously et the end 
of the month. The present licences expire 
at midnight on October Slst, and their re- 
newal depends entirely on the certificate 
of the Divisional Superintendent of the 
Civic Guards. | 

With three race meetings on the pro- 
gramme, Saturday was a big day in the 
256 betting places in Dublin, and the 
““saloons ” were thronged during the 
afternoon, whilst many “ customers,”’ 
unable to gain admittance, congregated on 
the sidewalk, in some cases preventing the 
free passage of the general public. 


_A TOUR OF THE “ SALOONS.” 
- Taking them at random, an drish Times 
representative visited a number of betting 
places on the North and South sides of 
the city, and saw the grip which the 
gambling mania has secured on large 
masses of the people. In one finely- 
equipped ‘‘saloon’’ he saw a dozen 
assistants working at high pressure to 
keep pace with the rush of business. The 
place was so crowded that new arrivals 
had to await their turn on the sidewalk, 
and a remarkable feature of the assembly, 
which included young and old, was the 
latge percentage of women of the lower 
middle class, many of whom had left their 
babies in perambulators outside. Very 
many young women also were present. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN AS 
“ CUSTOMERS.” 

A glaring exhibition of the scandal was 
to be seen in a North City “ saloon.’’ 
Here at ‘three o'clock at least three 
hundred people had assembled, and the 
licensed bookmaker and two assistants 
were perched on stands, shouting out. the 
odds on every race, and paying out to the 
winners immediately on receipt of the 
result over the telephone. The crowd, 
most of them men in working clothes, re- 
mained there until the conclusion of the 
day’s racing. A good many women en- 
tered the place and made bets, but only a 
few of them remained for any appreciable 
time. 

One had to go to the tenement slum 
areas, however, to see the scandal at its 
worst. There every betting place had its 
crowds inside and outside. In these areas 
the “pay after every race’’ system is 
almost universal, and the ‘“‘saloons’’ are 
numerous. In one case our representative 
saw two little girls waiting for a chance to 
enter, the elder, who could not have been 
more than eight vears old, holding her 
little sister by one hand and in the other 
grasping the “slip’’ and the money en- 
trusted to her for delivery to the book- 
maker. Every betting premises in the 
slums which he visited had its children 
“ customers,’ who handed in the bet and 
came back later to get the winnings. 


GENERAL O’DUFFY’S WARNING. 

General O’Duffy’s statement in the 
Irish Times of itast Saturday shows that 
the police authorities are alive to the evil, 
and, by implication, that they are pre- 
pared to fight it in the only possible way 
allowed them by the law—by refusing the 
certificate, without which a bookmaker or 
his premises cannot be registered. He 
said: “Undoubtedly the practice forms a 
good ground for refusing a certificate of 
the suitability of the premises,’’ and he 
added that in one section of the city alone 
twenty-eight out of the fifty-nine regis- 
tered bookmakers carry on their business 
in such a way as to induce crowds to 
assem ble.

EARTHQUAKE IN

DAMAGE TO RAILWAY 
AND BUILDINGS.

Other damage to property is 
reported, despite the fact that the buildings 
in this city are amongst the best in t 
world. The fire brigade were called out to 
deal with minor disasters in several places. 

The watchmen on the tower of the famous 
Stephan Church, more than 400 feet. high, are 
reported to have become actually sea-sick 
through the rocking of the building. 

The shocks occurred just at the period 
when the theatres were crowded, and at 
several places the audiences became panicky. 

The centre of the earthquake shocks was 
apparently Vienna, oe they were felt as 
far north as Prague, as far south as Graz, 
and as far east as Kapovar, in Hungary.

That the British Government of the 
day were “a set of unmitigated noodles ”’ 
was the comment of the ex-Kaiser when 
they declined to follow his advice and take 
a step which would embroil Great Britain 
with Russia. This is one of the disclo- 
sures made in the first two volumes of 
British documents on the “Origins of the 
War, 1898-1914,” which have been edited 
by Mr. G. P. Gooch and Mr. Harold 
Temperley, and have just been issued by 
His Majesty's Stationery Office. 

In these volumes the varied activities 
of the Foreign Office might be said to be 
under the microscope. They show British 
diplomacy at work. There is no conceal- 
ment-—everything is laid bare. Every 
move in the game can be followed, and it 
can be affirmed without hesitation that, 
while they exhibit British statesmen as 
alert, vigilant and far-seeing in all matters 
affecting British interests, they, at the 
same time, prove that they ' were 
thoroughly straightforward in al] their 
actions and devotedly attached to the 
cause of peace. : 


IN THE INTERESTS OF HISTORIC 
TRUTH. 

The decision to publish this selection of 
diplomatic documents was made by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald when Foreign Secre- 
tary, and it was subsequently confirmed 
by Sir Austen Chamberlain. Mr. 
Macdonald's view was that, as the secrets 
of the archives of Berlin, Vienna and St. 
Petersburg had been disclosed to the 
world, it would be in the interests of 
historic truth that the. contemporaneous 
British despatches and memoranda should 


| also be published. 


The papers published in the present 
volumes begin in 1898, when the decision 
to abandon the traditional policy of 
“splendid »isolation’’ and to substitute

THE END OF “ SPLENDID 
ISOLATION.” 

The grounds on which British Ministers 
came to the conclusion that a new 
departure in foreign policy was expedient 
can be found in a despatch from Lord 
Dufferin when he was Ambassador in 
Paris in 1893. He there describes “the 
sentiments of the French people of all 
classes towards us as that of unmitigated 
and bitter dislike. Not a day passes that 
we are not taken to task for our sordid 
politics, our overbearing manners, our 
selfishness, our perfidy and our other 
inveterate bad qualities.” | 

Lord Dufferin concludes by saying that. 
it is imcumbent on him “to call serious 
attention to the desirability of being pre- 
pared to meet and cope with all 
eventualities.’’ 


ANGLO-GERMAN “ CONVERSA- 
TIONS.” 

The first attempt at an Anglo-German 
rapprochement appears to-have been made 
in March, 1890, but the matter was in the 
hands of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, and 
was more or less treated as a private 
transaction, with the result that there is 
practically no evidence in the official re- 
cords of the Foreign Office as to what took 
place. But the whole story is apparently 
to be told in the forthcoming “Life of 
Mr. Chamberlain,’’ by Mr. J. L: Garvin. 
Whatever the reason, the effort was not 
attended with success. 

In 1900 China was thrown into confu- 
sion by the Boxer rebellion, and it became 
necessary for the Powers to send forces to 
relieve the besieged European Legations 
at Pekin. The German Emperor took the 
opportunity of making overtures to the 
British Government with a view to co- 
operation in maintaining the principle of 
the “open door ” in China, and an agree- 
ment to this effect was arrived at. 


GERMAN INTERESTS IN CHINA. 

The comments of Sir Eyre Crowe on this 
transaction, in a memorandum dated 1907, 
are instructive. “ About this time,” he 
writes, “Germany secretly approached 
Russia with a view to the conclusion of an 
agreement by which Germany would also 
have obtained the much desired foothold 
on the Yangtse, then considered to be 
practically a British preserve. These over- 
tures being rejected, Germany wished at 
least’ to prevent England from obtaining 
what she herself had failed to secure. She 
proposed to the British Cabinet a self- 
denying agreement, stipulating that 
neither Power should endeavour to obtain 
any territorial advantages in Chinese 
Dominions, and that, if any third Power 
should endeavour to do so both should 
take common action. 

“The British Government did not con- 
ceal their great reluctance to this agree- 
ment. There was no obvious reason why 
England should lend herself to this 
gratuitous tying of her own hands. Never- 
theless, the policy of conciliating Germany 
by meeting her expressed wishes once’ more 
triumphed. The agreement was signed— 
with the foreseen. consequences. Russian 
aggression in Manchuria was declared to 
be altogether outside the scope of what the 
German Chancellor took care to style ‘the 
Yangtse agreement,’ as if its terms had 
referred specially to that restricted area of 
China, and the German designs on 
Shantung continue to this day to- be 
tenaciously pursued.” 


MOVE FOR ANGLO-GERMAN 
ALLIANCE.

SYDNEY, Sunday. 

The results of the polling clearly indi- 
cate the defeat of Mr. Lang’s Government 
(Labour-Communist) and Mr. Bavin is ex- 
pected to form an Administration with the 
assistance of the Country Party. 

Over seventy-six per cent. of the voters 
on the register went to the polling booths.

At the cessation of yesterday’s count the 
Ministerialists ‘and Nationalists held 41 
and 34 seats respectively, and the Indepen- 
dents and Country Party representation 
was unchanged. There were close contests 
in Albury, Goulburn, Cootamundra, Hurst- 
ville, Murrumbidgee and Young, where 
there will be second preferences. Absent 
votes will probably increase the anti- 
Labour majority. 


PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 
Proportional representation is in force 
in New South Wales, and the Legislature 
consists of ninety members. Every member 
receives a salary of £600 per annum, with 
free travelling and a postage allowance. 

The state of parties prior to the election 
was :—Labour, 37; Independent Labour, 
9; Nationalists, 33; Country Party, 9; 
Independent, 2. 

As the result of a split in the Labour 
Party last May, which resulted in the 
expulsion of many trusted leaders at the 
behest of the Communist group, the 
election has been the bitterest and most 
scurrilous fought in New South Wales for 
twenty-five years or more. Labour’s civil 
war has produced most bitter scenes, and 
the speeches, pamphlets and leaflets have 
been filled with extremist abuse during the 
past fortnight. Writs claiming a total of 
£100,000 have been issued, and more are 
to follow. , 

The vital question to be decided was 
majority or minority rule. The Com- 
munists made supreme efforts to recover 
the ground lost in the Queensland defeat 
last month, but without success. 

This was the first election within the 
new electoral boundaries, and with single- 
member constituencies.

VILLAGE DESTROYED

PARIS, Sunday. 

At the conclusion of yesterday's Minis- 
terial Council meeting, after M. Briand 
had given an account of the notes ex- 
changed with the Soviet Government, it 
was decided to issue the correspondence to 
the Press. The action complained of in 
the notes with regard to the debts consisted 
of a series of announcements of settlement 
terms of the most debatable kind, coupled 
with the statement that a complete agree- 
ment had been reached. Similar state- 
ments were made ip Moscow by M. 
Litvinoff, and communications intended 
for the French Debt Commission were 
simultaneously given out to the Press. 
That this action tended to prejudice the 
interests of the French Government is 
shown by the action of certain associations 
of: small holders of Russiau Bonds, who 
immediately began to exercise pressure 
upon M. de Monzie, Chairman of the 
French Commission, for the acceptance of 
the Soviet proposals on the grounds that 
they might get something, whereas if M. 
Rakovsky were to be recalled, the whole 
course of the negotiations would he 
jeopardised and they would get nothing. 
These associations claim to represent a 
million small bondholders. 

The Soviet proposals are, of course, 
ridiculously inadequate, but they were also 
accompanied by a clause stating that the 
debt agreement was not to enter into force 
until the agreement for French credits to 
the Soviet was concluded. Behind these 
attempts to mobilise the small bondholders 
against the Government is something very 
closely akin to blacknwsil. There is at 
present no clear indication of the next step 
to be taken, but it is generally assumed 
that, while the reply of the Soviet Govern- 
ment will seek to give a twist to the inci- 
dent designed to throw upon France the 
responsibility for the dispute, there is no 
likelihood that there will be a rupture of 
relations. Indeed, it may be doubted 
whether the quarters in which the clamour 
for a complete break is loudest would be 
altogether pleased if their demand were 
fulfilled.

The Times, in a leading article, says :'— 
The voters of New South Wales, in rejecting 
Mr. Lang’s Labour Ministry, have brought 
to.a close ozs of the stormiest passages in 
Australian political life. The result has been 
keenly awaited outside te borders of the 
State, not only because New South Wales 
has long. been considered the key State poll- 
tically, but also because the election was so 
largely a trial of strength between riv+! 
ideas of government. The election had the 
added excitement of being an open event. 

The new Government, which consists of 
the two parties. who held power in alliauce 
from 192h to 1925, will reverse Mr. Lang's 
policy in many important directions. Perhaps, 
the chief difference will be in the relation- 
ship to Mr. Bruce’s Government. Mr. Bruce 
went to the length of speaking publicly 
against Mr. Lang, who, as a champion of 
State rights, had shown himself strongly 
hostile both to the particular proposals and 
general trend of the Federal Government. 
He had refused to participate in the Loan 
Council, on the ground that the credit of 
New & Wales would be used to help 
States backward in humanitarian legislation. 
The care of that credit now passes to other 
hands, and Mr. Bavin, who leads the 
Nationalists and is the presumptive Premier, 
has declared that New South Wales will 
enter the arrangement whereby loans will be 
made under a common policy. That decision 
means that the Federal Government will now 
enjoy the co-operation of the chief State 
Government. 

The outcome of the present election will 
be of double advantage to the Australian

IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 

From ' Tas Times’ CORRESPONDENT. 

ALEXANDRIA, Saturday. 

The Palestine Expedition of the University 
Museum, Philadelphia, under Mr. Alan Rowe, 
which: is conducting excavations at Beisan, 
ha: made some important finds. Two new 
Canaanite temples of 1500 p.c. have been 
unearthed. In one of them was found, among 
other objects cf value and interest, a bronze 
figure covered with gold foil, representing a 
god seated, with his right arm raised, and 
also a magnificent /apis lazuli scarab, with 
a cartouche of Sesostris. 

On the level, identified with the reign of 
Rameses the Second, a door jamb was 
found, showing for the first time the actual 
figure of the builder of the Temple of Dagon, 
mentioned in the First Book of Chronicles, 
together with an inscription supplying the 
missing titles; also some scarabs of Rameses 
the Second, Thotmes the Fourth, and a 
curious stone having at the top the head of 
a deity, with a figure holding a cantive, 
whose legs are kicking in the air, and below 
a stand with four human shaped legs. 

As yet the identity of the deity and the 
significance of the stone are not known.
